IN THE INTEREST OF MR. CLEVELAND. 


But the Limit of Endurance Has 


Been Reached, 


“AND THE VOTE MUST COME SOON, 


A BSharp Debate Between Mr. Bland 
and Mr. Harter in Which 


Watches Are Displayed. 


WASHINGTON, February 18.—[{Specia)l.]—It 
qvas demonstrated in the house today that 
nothing of importance can be done until the 
silver question is disposed of. 

The goldbugs stampede at a shadow and 
rush pell-mell into every breach to head off 
consideration of silver. 

Thus, until the silver billis acted upon by 
the house and disposed of, the chances for 
doing business are very slim. 

The Tariff as a Club. 

Mr. Bynum now says he will antagonize 
gilver with the tariff. 

Tbat means if the tariff question comes up 
first, it will be debated and prolonged for 
aonths, perhaps to the exclusion of all other 
business, and solely for the purpose of killing 
off silver. 

Of course, that will not do. Such proced- 
are would prolong this session of congress into 
the fall,and perhapsright up to the presi- 
dential olection. 

The free coinage men are becoming some- 
what angry over the attempt to smother the 
questfon in the interest of Mr. Cleveland’s 
candidacy. - Mr. Pierce, of Tennessee, in 
speaking of this tonight, well ex pressed the 
prevailing sentiment of the party when he 
said: 

“This question cannot be smothered in the 
interest of one man. The democratic party 
cannot be used to promote the interests of Mr. 
Cleveland. Its principles cannot be 
changed and shaped for his con- 
venience. If he is not  satis- 
fied with the democratic party, it can- 
not be shaped to his ideas. Mr. Cleveland has 
lost his hoid on the party, and it is his own 
fault. He will have no southern delegation in 
the convention. He may getafew delegates 
in the cities, but the great mass of the dele- 
gates from the south will be for Hill, or for 
most anyone rather than Cleveland. Men 
who have the strongest friendship for Mr. 
Cleveland in my state, and elsewhere in the 
south, are now in favor of the nomination of 
Mr. Hill. Nearly all elements in the south 
will be for Hill.” 

In the house, attention was called to a clr. 
cular sent out by Mr. Harter to members of 
the Grand Army of the Republic. 

Mr. Bland characterized it asa bulldozing 
was an effort to intimidate 
members and was part of the bulldozing tac- 
tics which had always been carried onin op- 
position to measures which would give free 
silver tothe country. He denounced it as un- 
fair and unbecoming the dignity of a member 
to practice. The silver question was one that 
would not down. The house was compelled 
to setile it and the sooner it was done the bet- 
ter. A majority of the unterrified democracy 
of the house was in favor of the free coinage 
Dilland no bulldozing could swerveit from 
its purpose. 

The Cross-Fire Begins. 

Mr. Harter rose to respond, but Mr. Smith, 
of Arizona, claimed the floor and was recog- 
nized by the chair. Mr. Harter, however, ap- 
pealed to the chairman that it was but fair to 
him that he should be allowed to reply to per- 
sonal attacks, | 

The committee was in great confusion and 
Mr. Harter’s appeal was in vain until Mr. 
Outhwaite, of Ohio, came to his relief with 
the dec'aration that never before in his ex- 
perience had a gentleman been denied an op- 
portunity to reply to a personal attack. 

After a good deal of skirmishing between 
the gentlemen who desired to taik on silver 
and those who wished to proceed with the 
business in hand, Mr. Harter was granted ten 
minutes in which to speak and Mr. Bland five 
minutes in which to reply.# , 

Mr. Harter admitted the authorship of the 
circular letter. The gentleman from Missouri 
had spoken of itasa bulldozing circular. To 
men who were afraid to have the expression of 
‘their opinions made publicsuch a circular 
might seein to be bulidozing, but to men who 
entertained opinions which they were willing 
0 maintain under all circumstances he could 
not seo how the epithet was applicable. 

' It was fair and proper that the people of the 
country, who were not;familiar|with the legir- 
ation that was proposed by congress, should 
feceive information. The gentleman from 
Missouri had referred to him as a millionaire. 
Hoe was not a millionare, nor was he the 
‘Owner of any national bank. He was 
more of a farmer than was the 
‘gentleman from Missouri. He was as good a 
democrat as the gentleman. He was opposed 
to class legislation, whether it came under the 
‘head of a protective tariff or under the head of 
‘protection to silver producers, at the expense of 
{she whole country. He was as much opposed 
\to giving the silver bullion producers the 
©arnings of the people ashe wasto giving 


‘them to manufacturers. The measure which 


the gentioman advocated would, it was claimed, 
furnish more money to the country. On the 
Contrary, it would contract the currency ruin- 
©usly and cruelly. If the bill was passed it 
would elect Benjamin Harrison for a second 
term, and this would be done 
‘by the democratic house under the leadership 
ofthe gentleman from Missouri. Of course 
the republicans wanted the democrats to pass 
the free coinage bill. Why would not they? 
It would elect a republican president. He 
had sent the circular, the so-called democrat 
from Missouri had referred to—[laughter]— 
inorder to inform the pensioners that the 
passage of the free coinage bill would entail 
upon thema loss of 30 cents on every dollar 
they received. He would like to pay mem- 
bers of congress with 70 cents on the dollar 
aud see how they would likeit.

Mr. Bland,in rising to respond, sent to the 
Clerk's desk and had read Mr. Harter’s 
biography, as published in the Congressional 
Directory, in order to show that his business 
life lhad been spent as a banker and manu- 
facturer. That gentleman seemed to think 
that he (Bland) was not ademocrat. He 
had voted the democratic ticket all his life. 
He believed the gentleman had once been a 
follower of John Sherman, and in some mat- 
ters still held tohim. [Laughter.]

The house today decided to adjourn over 
from tomorrow. afternoon until Tuesday. 
Speaker Crisp has taken advantage of this op- 
portunity fora few days’ change of air. He 
left with his family this afternoon for Fortress 
Monroe, to remain until Monday evening. His 
physician believes the salt air will have a 
tendency to strengthen him and better fit him 
for the strain that must come next week, when 
the silver and tariff questions are to be brought 
up in the house.

The West Point Postoffice. 

The little contest over the West Point post- 
office has grown into quite a spirited fight. 
There are three candidates—W. E. Scruggs, 
W. L. Williams and Curtis Bell—the latter a 
negro. None of them up to date have the 
endorsement of Boss Buck. Assistant Post- 
master General Rathbone says he will make 
no appointment until he hears from Buck. 
Whoever the boss endorses will go into the 
office. When the contest first opened Mr. 
Williams had the endorsement of a large num- 
ber of West Point people, but recently some 
of them have witbdrawn their endorsements, 
and are making a fight on him. His enemies 
seem to be very bitter against him, but his 
friends are urging him. Telegramsand letters 
are coming in upon Colonel Moses in num- 
bers, and yet Colonel Moses has nothing to do 
with the appointment other than to file at the 
postofiice department the endorsements and 
charges made against the respective candi- 
dates. Whoever Colonel Buck says shall 
have it will likely get it. 

On the Way to St. Louis. 

Colonel Livingston and Colonel Moses leave 
tomorrow for St. Louis, to attend the alliance 
convention which meets there on Monday. 
They go as delegates from Georgia, and they 
go as democrats. If any effort is made to 
launch a third party upon the country, or to 
endorse the third party, they will fight it with 
vigor. Colonel Watson will probably not go, 
as ho is not a delegate, though Jerry Simpson 
will be on hand to endeavor to commit the 
convention to the third party.

THE NEW ORLEANS FIRE. 


Further Particulars of 
tion Wednesday Night. 

New ORLEANS, February 18.—The scene 
night’s fire was on Canal street, the principal 
thoroughfare of the city, at the point where it is 
intersected by Bourbon,

ALL FOR HILL. 


New York City Completes. the Good 
Work 3 


OF ELECTING DELEGATES FOR Hild. 


They Will Go to Albany Next Week. 
- in Triumph 


TO SHOW THE CHOICE OF NEW YORK. 


The Unit Rule Will Be Adopted, and 
Resolutions of Instruction 
Will Be Passed. 


New York«, February 18.—[Special.]—The 
democratic primaries held in this city tonight 
resulted in a choice of men favorable to Sen-. 
ator David B. Hill. 

Among the delegates selected are Colonel 
John R. Fellows, Timothy J. Campbell, Daniel 
N. Sickles, Bernard F. Martin, Delos Me 
Curdy, Amos J. Cummings, Richard Croker, 
Thomas F.. Grady and other democrats of na- 
tional reputation. 

Almost all the primaries have been held 
throughout New York state; and only nine 
out of almost two hundred delegates already 
elected are against Senator Hill, The state 
colivention meets on Monday next, and a reso+ 
lution will be passed virtually instructing the 
delegates to the national convention to vote 
for Senator Hill. Tho resolution will be in a 
similar form to the resolution for Cleveland at 
the convention of 1886. A unit rule will also 
be adopted, so that there will be no doubt of 
the way the delogates stand. 


HILL IS GETTING THE VOTES, 


Leaving the Discussion of Ethical Pointe, 
for the Future. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Februdty 18.—[Special.]— 
Nearly all the counties in the interior have 
elected their delegates to me Repay es state 
convention. 

The contest in the selection ot delegates ina 
majority of the districts throughout the state 


has not only been spirited, but hotly con 


tested, the Hill forces finding, in almost every 
instance, that the Cleveland people were as 
well organized asthey, and fully as doter- 
mined to elect, if possible, their delegates. 

Mr. Cleveland has made a considerable gain 
in thenumber of delegates pledged to his 
name. Senator Hill has, outside the counties 
of New York and Kings, 182 delegates pledged, 
and Mr. Cleveland sixteen. Mr. Cleveland 
has made his gainsin the counties of Chau- 
tauqua, where he has six pledged; fn Clinton, 
Essex and Niagara three each, and in Fulton 
and Hamilton one, where there is a split in the 
delegation, Senator Hill getting two and Mr. 
Cleveland the one, : 

A great deal of complaint is being made in re- 
gard to the misleading and biased report sent out 
by the Associated Press in stating that in cef- 
tain conventions no. opposition to, or interest, 
tvas taken in the selection of Hill delegates, 
when, in fact, the enthusiasm was unbounded 
and the Hill forces were compelled to wage a 
contest, coming off victors only after a lively 
fight. Again, where resolutions of a most 
complimentary character have been passed in 
favor of Senator Hill, no mention has been 
made of the fact other than that but little or 
no interest was manifested in the proceedings. 

As the day for the convention draws near, 
the enthusiasm increases. Senator Hill is 
increasing in popular favor daily. The state 
committee has engaged Harmanus Bleecker 
hall for Monday and Tuesday of next wuek. 
The fact that the hall has been engaged for 
two days may be regarded simp!y as a precau- 
tionary measure. There is noreason in sight 
why the democratic state convention will not 
be able to accomplish its work in one day, 

Mr. Clevelana’s friends in this county are 
making strenuous efforts to send an anti-Hill 
delegation to the convention. This county 
has always been loyal to Mr. Cleveland and 
the contest dor delegates will be most hotly 
contested, 

One of the most interesting stories circu- 
lated about town concerns ex-Mayor John 
Boyd Thacher, one of the world’s fair com- 
missioners, and, heretofore, a staunch friend 
of Mr. Cleveland. It is that Mr. Thacher 
has about abandoned all hope of obtaining any 

0litical advantage through his advocacy of 
ir. Cleveland’s cause. For along time Mr. 
Thacher wasan ardent Cleveland man, but of 
late his affection for that gentieman has de- 
clined in a sensible manner. With many 
ambitious democrats of the state, he has 
reached the conclusion that David B. Hill is 
the greatest democrat that goes about in shoe- 
leather. Mr. Thacher is not the only one 
who shares in that bolief in this vicinity. 

The arrangements for the convention are 
nearly completed. The state committee will 
establish headquartersin Stanwix hall. Mr, 
Hill will view the situation from the Delavan, 
while in the Kenmore the ineffective New 
York mugwump kickers will hold forth. They 
evidently are not coming in much force, as 
only nine rooms have been engaged for their 
accommodation, and even with these, per- 
haps, their quarters will be greater than will 
be absolutely demanded by the requirements 
of the situation. It is firmly believed that 
Mr. Cleveland will not have more than 
20 of the 384 delegates to the state con- 
vention.

L. Pugh has written a letter to the David B.

WHICH WALKS OUT OF OFFICE 


Caused by the Discussion of the 
Religious Asssociation Bill. 


BALFOUR'S IRISH LOCAL BILL 


Is Presented in Parliament, Upon Which 
He Makes a Long and 
Dreary Speech, 


Panis, February 18.—The cause ofthe res- 
ignation of the ministry was the action of the 
chamber of deputies in connection with the 
bill dealing with associations. ‘This afternoon 
M. Hubbard demanded urgency for the Dill 
as a reply to the attitude of the French bishops. 
De Cassagnac described the bill as an iniqui- 
tous measure. 

Premier de Freycinet denied that the 
measure was intended as an act of persecution 
of the church, or that it need be regarded asa 
precursor of the separation of church and state, 

He warmly commended the conciliatory 
spirit of the pope, who, he said, often gave ev- 
idence of sympathetic sentiment toward 
France. He continued: 

“‘We will doubtless be called upon some day 
to treat with the vatican on the religious 
question. <A portion of the clergy may possi- 
bly refuse to onter upon the path pointed out 
to them, but universal suffrage will judge be- 
tween the policies.”’ 

In conclusion, De Freycinet gave his as- 
sent tothe demand for urgency, though he 
said that would not give the measure the sig- 
nificance that Hubbard desired. 

An excited discussion ensued on Hubbard's 
motion. Finally De Freycinet again arose and 
demanded that the order of the day be moved, 
indicating the views of the chamber on the 
subject. In accordance with the premier’s 
demand, Boisserin moved that the govern- 
ment be requested to continue its republican 

licy. De Freycinet accepted the motion and 
intimated that he considered it a cabinet ques- 

on. 

A vote of the chamber being taken, Bols- 
serin’s motion was rejected by 304 to 202. 

The ministers, recognizing their defeat, im- 
mediately left the house in a body. The 
chamber then rejected the urgency motion by 
@ vote of 2386 to 246. 

Constans Apologized. 

Panis, February 18.—In the chamber of depnu- 
ties today, M. Leherisse, Boulangist, interpellated 
the government as to why M. Constans, minister 
of the interior, bad not been prosecuted for as- 
sauiting M. Laur, Boulangist, on the floor of the 
chamber during the session of January !9th. M. 
Floquet, president of the chamber, replied that 
prosecution has been abstained from owing to 
the fact that M. Constans bad madean apology 
and his apology ‘had beer accepted by the house, 

The chamber stopped further discussion of the 
interpellation by adopting the order of the day. 


IT HAS BEEN -LAUNGHED. 


Balfour Introduces the Irish Local Govern- 
ment Billin the House of Commons. 

Lonvon, February- 18.—The long-talked-of 
Irish local government bill was introduced in 
the house of commons today by Mr. Balfour, 
ainid the cheers of government supporters. In 
introducing the bill Mr. Balfour said that ever 
since the formation of the present govern- 
ment, and even.before, the extension of the 
local government to every part of the United 
Kingdom had been the cardinal point of con- 
servative policy. That intention, he declared, 
had been constantly adhered to and reiterated 
since by the government. They had intro- 
duced local government bills for England 
and Scotland, If they had not 
done the samo for Ireland, it must have been 
because great specific and obvious dangers at- 
tended such a course. The present bill was 
not merely a county councils bill, but it was 
what in England would be described as a dis- 
trict and county bill. + Page provisions fai 


ministrative duties will be given to barorNal 
councils, leaving wholly untouched the judi- 
cial duties now entrusted to the grand coe 
Members of county and baronial councils, will 
be elected every three years. The government 
proposed foliowing Scotch rather than English 
measures. 

There undoubtedly existed a large body of 
peoplein Ireland who dreaded a measure of 
this kind. It was only due tothose persons 
toexamine the fear they entertained. They 
feared a new system would result in extrava- 
gance, possibly corruption. They were afraid 
they wouuld be plundered and oppressed by 
new bodies. Balfour did not think there was any 
weight to these arguments which would not 
stand the bruntof hostile criticism. In the first 
county council, he said, there would be four 
ex-officio members— a lord lieutenant of the 


* county, a sheriff, a nominee of the grand jury 


and anominee of the presentment sessions. 
The franchises of county councils would be 
identical with that of baronial councils. Both 
would be identical with parliamentary fran- 
chises, except that they would include rs.

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A SISTER'S HONOR 


Causes Two Kentuckians to Make a Trip 
to Georgia. 


TRACKED THEIR GAME T0 DAWSON, 


And Meant to Kidnap Him Back to 
Kentucky. 


THE AFFAIR FINDS ITS WAY INTO COURT 


And a Lively Sensation Follows—The 
Solicitor General Refuses to Prose- 
cute the Case. 


Dawson, Ga., February 18. —[Special.]—The 
News publishes an interesting story of two 
Kentuckians who tracked a young man te 
Dawson, with a grave charge, only to fall inte 
the clutches of the law. About a year ago 
Arch Riley, a young Kentuckian, sold horses 
in Dawson, and by his agreeablo manners and 
jovia! disposition made a number of friends 
among his circle of acquaintances. 

Several weeks ago Mr. Riley again appeared 
in Dawson, but this time he did not bring any 
stock with him; amd the supposition was thas 
hecame south to spend ths. winter in the 
pleasant city of Dawson among his-iriends. 

Last Friday Riley figured in one of the 
biggest sensations of Dawson, and it now ap- 
pears that instead of being here on a business 
or pleasure trip he was endeavoring to elude 
two other Kentuckians, who accused him of 

Betraying Their Sister, 

Friday afternoon there arrived in Dawson, 
on the 2:30 o’clock Central train, two fine- 
looking specimens of young mayhood. The 
name of one was Montgomery and that of the 
other was Lowrey. Itis Montgomery’s sister 
and Lowrey’s sister-in-law that Riley is charged! 
with seducing. The homes of all the parties’ 
are at Troy, Ky. 

The two strangers were not very communle. 
cative, and attracted no attention for some’ 
time after their arrival here. They first sought’ 
Riley and quietly took him in charge, intend-. 
ing to leave Dawson with him on the 13) 
o’clock night train for Kentucky, where they 
would make him marry the girl whose life he 
had blighted. During the afternoon the three. 
visited the Central depot and purchased 
tickets to Chattanooga. / 

The two Kentuckians and Riley were to- 
gether on the streets all Friday afternoon, and 
Riley introduced them to his acquaintances as 
his brother and cousin. 

At no time did they attract more than ordf- 
nary attention, and perhaps it never would 
have beex known that Riley was in the hands, 
and at the mercy, of an enraged and deter- 
mined brother, who had sworn to avenge the 
great wrong, had he not improved an oppor- 
tunity to whisper to one of his Dawson friends 
the dilemma be was in and appeal to him 

Not to Let Them Take Him. 


That was late in the afternoon, and the gen- 
tleman appealed to held a- consultation with 
Riley’s friends and the officers. The result 
was that Sheriff Christie and Chief Hatcher 
arrested Montgomery aud Lowrey on a war- 
rant charging them with kidnaping, while 
they and Riley were at the supper table at the 
Farnum house. They were both placedin 
jail, where they remained until 3 o’clock the 
next day, when they were taken out for a com- 
mittal trial. In the meantime Riley had six 
warrants taken out for them for various 
offenses, among them that of kidnaping and 
concealed weapons. 

Colonel M. C. Edwards represented the de- 
fendants, and when they were arraigned the 
defeuse announced ready. Before the prosee 
cution could announce Riley sought a private 
interview with Montgomery and 

Made Overtures.for a Settlement. 

Upon their return to the courtroom Riley 
regested that the prosecution be withdraw. 
Solicitor General Griggs had already decided 
that he would not appear in the prosecution, 
and in addressing the court he said; 

Your honor, this case is,in some respects, & 
novel one. Two citizens of another state have ate 
tacked another citizen of the same state, tem- 
porarily residing here, put him under arres® 
without lawful warrant or authority, and ate 
tempted to kidnap hims Detected in tiis by our 
Vigilant officers, py | were arrested and jailed 
and now appear here for commitment. all 
tiie facts in my possession were 
obtained from this yrosecutor, the 
man who wastbus maltreated by these defend- 
ants, and I wantto say here thatI haven't the 
slightest feeling of sympathy for him in his 
trouble. These defendants claim that before 
leaving Kentucky this prosecutor had committed 
a grievous crime again>t a woman, the sister of 
one and the sister-in-law of the other, the great- 
est social crime known to our law3, tie crime 
that strikes at the very foundation of society ev- 
erywhere. They claim that he is the sedacer of 
their aister, and that they are here simply to right 
the wrong donetoher. The prosecutor docs not 
deny his connection, and consents that thig prose 
ecution may step. Technically, a grave crime 
has been committed against the peace and 
good order of this state. I say technically 
the defendants have committed a grave crime 
against the laws of Georgia, but as the officer of 
the state charged with enforeing criminal pros- 
ecutions in this circuit I shall never prosecute ig 
a case like this. Iknow not whether Kentucky 
has a statute on her books against seduction, bus 
Ido know that Georgia law was never framed te 
oppress the wronged or protect the guilty, and so 
long as I am the representative of the state of 
Georgiain this courthouse her strong arm shall 
never ve used, if I know it, to shield the invader 
of the family circle, to protect the aSsailant of 
the family altar. I know the people of Terreil 
county well enough to know that they will sustaif§ 
me in declining to prosecute this case. I, the 
aforesaid, ask the court to dismiss these charges. 

There Was a Sensation 


in the courtroom atthe conclusion of the so» 
licitor’s speech by loud clapping of hands, 
The applause was general, and Sheriff Christie 
had to rap vigorously for order. The sympathy 
of the several hundred people present was 
largely with the prisoners, and had they been 
remanded to jail they could have given almost 
any kind of bond. 

When they were discharged a large number 
of people crowded around and congratulated 
them, and several offered them money if it 
was needed. But the two men seemed to have 
plenty of it. Montgomery pulled out + well- 
filled wallet and paid Justice Simmons his 
cost. Justice Statham and Sheriff Ubristie 
gave the men their part of the cost. 

A few seem to think that it was the inten- 
tion of Montgomery and Lowrey 

To Take Riley and Murder Him, 
but the generally accepted theory is that the 
intended to carry him back to Kentucky an 
make him marry the girl he is said to have 
ruined. 

Riley says that when he was first taken in 
charge by the two men from his old home he 
was threatened with instant death should he 
attempt to escape or tell the mission of his 
captors, and that he was so intimidated that 
he did anything and everything they told him 
to do,

mate with the girl, but denies that he is guilty 
of the crime charged. 

Montgomery and Lowrey appeared to be 
about thirty years old, and were well dressed 
and substantial-looking young men.

The finance committee of the general coun- 
‘gil now has Mr. Woodward’s resolution of in- 
pestigation in hand. 

The papers were transferred to Mr. Rice, 
fhairman of the committee, yesterday and a 
ghorough investigation will be made within 
$he next few days—soon enough at any rate to 
‘enable the committee to make a report to the 
¢oneral council at its next meeting. 

Mr. Woodward’s resolution cailing for the 
' Mvestigation mentions no names at all, but 
sks that inquiries be made because certain 
powspaper publications recently declare that 
members of the general council caused fi. fas. 
pgainst themto be held up for an indefinite 
fength of time. 
‘ Mayor l’ro Tem. Reinhardt is the member 
af the body upon whom all eyes centered when 
the resolution was read. 
' - Because the afternoon papers printed stories 
asserting that tax money which he owed the 
ty had been held back year after year for 
three years, it has generally been believed 
¢hat Mr. Woodward's resolution was pointing 
$0 the alderman who now presides ovér the 
fleliberations of the council. 

And it was. 

Mayor Pro Tem. Reinhardt and every mem- 
ber of the council drew that inference. 

* And upon it Mr. Reinhardt is patiently 
‘awaiting a summons to appear before the com- 
fnittee to answer such questions as may be 
psked, and unon the same supposition City 
Marshal Loyd, City Clerk Woodward and Mr. 
W. H. Venabie are daily expecting subpenas. 

" But of the list Mr. Reinhardt is the least dis- 
¢urbed—not, however, that any of them have 
@ny cause whatever to be uneasy. 

‘'T’m ready for the investigation,’’ said Mr. 
Reinhardt, yesterday, as he walked out of the 
pity hall with abandful of papers. “L’ve every 

| ¥eason to believe that Woodward’s resolution 
gvas directed at me, and I have the same reason 


to believe that it’s work of spite. I’ve 
never knowingly done Mr. Woodward 
©r any other man a wrong. God 


knows I've never done Atlanta no wrong. 
@utside of my old home, my kin and honor, 
there’s nothing I love like I Jove Atlanta, and 
af I’ve done Atlanta awrong I want the people 
‘@ know it.”’ 

“But what of those taxes which you paid 
Yast month?” he was asked. 

“IT paid Atlanta $3,735.28 which I owed. But 
ZI want youto know that not one dollar was 
really tax. Lown a great deal of real estate 
and some personal property in Atlanta, and 
upon this I pay like everybody does. The as- 
‘essors place a value on the real estate, I re- 

urn my personalty under oath, and I pay on 
that 14 per cent like every citizen of Atlanta 
does.”’ 

‘*But you held back three years on it?” 

“T did not. The man who says so lies. 
/ When the day for paying taxes comes I can 
pwalk in and pay like any other man and for 
the specified time get a two-per-cent diScount. 
iX don’t do that and letit go on. Then up to 
the time the tax collector closes his books I 
‘@an pay the full 1} per cent, or let it go over 
aud pay the same amount with the fi. fa. 
edded.”’ ) 

“Which do you do?”’ 
| "IT let it go over, and the city hall books will 

‘ show that on the last day of Decomber, when 
the business must be wound up, my taxeshave 
Been paid.’’ 

‘*With the fi. fa. added ?’’ 

‘No, not with the fi. fa. added. It has boen 
@ custom for years for the marshal not to put 
that cost on the members of the council. That 
cost adds nothing to the city treasury. It goes 
into the marshal’s pocket, and if he 
@elects to give it away that’s his business and 
mot the city’s. Why, I know of many a poor 
man to whom the marshal has given that cost. 
Then no one objects. Why kick when he 
gives it to some one else?” 

**W hat about these fi. fas. he is said to have 
held up against you?” 

‘It's a part of the same story. 
that he held them up three years. That's not 
trne. As every one knows, I own a big lump 
of real estate, and these bills about which 
they are talking so much are for sidewalks, 
curbing, sewers and belgian blocks. These 
improvements were ordered by the city, and 
‘were not contracted for by myself. Of course 
I knew they were essential, and entered no 
protest—had I protested it would have been 
useless.’’ 
|! ‘Now they claim thatthe fi. fas. for this 
work,’’ Mr. Reinhardt went on, ‘‘have been 
held up three years. _That’s untrue, and the 
books will show, and those same books are my 
Dest witness.”’ 

**Have you paid for them yet?” 

**Yoes, nearly $4,000.” 

“When ?’’ 

“I gave my check on January 28th, and the 
anoney was in the ¢ity treasury that day.’ 
“But when was the money due?” 

“Tt ought to have been paid by or before 
December 31, 1891, but because of financial 
embarrassment on my part was not paid. 
Nevertheless, Marshal Loyd knew that the 
money would be forthcoming in a few days. 

‘ “Now, let’s look at them. For belgian 
blocks on Jackson street there were three fi. 
fas. against me—Nos. 2,117, 2,115 and 2,150— 
and the three amounted to $1,193.47. This 
work was commenced in the latter part of ’90, 


and was finished in ’91. Of course, 
no bill could: be collected until 
the work was done. Had I had 


the money when the work was finished I 
would have paid it. Asit wasI paid it this 
‘year. Now that’s the three years they are 
talking about—the work was begun in '90, 
finished in ’91 and paid forin ’92, and ’92 is 
Jess than sixty days old yet.” 

‘‘Then the sewers on Jackson street amount- 
dng to $599.40 are the same way,’’ said Mr. 
Reinhardt, “only a little more s0. 
They were begun in ’90 and finished 
in ‘91. After they were finished the 
mayor and the board of health refused 
ito allow the people to use them because there 
| Was no main sewer to carry off the refuse. Of 
course this stopped the use of the sewers and 
mone of those whe were taxable for them paid 
wntil the Rice street branch sewer was finished. 


Then when the connections were 
made with that trunk sewer we 
were all called on 


for pay. The 
¢ame may be said of my sidewalk bill, which 
@mounted to $957.37, and my Boulevard paving, 
$925.45.” 
' Did you ever instruct Marshal Loyd to hold 
map fi. fas. against you?’’ 
\ “Never. And that declaration is absurd. 
I’m authorized by the marshal, too, tosay for 
him that any such declaration is untrue, and 
he will testify that we never discussed in any 
way fi. fas. against my property.”’ 

“TI want tosay, too,’ said Mr. Reinhardt, 
**the more thorough and complete this inves- 
tigation isthe better I will likeit. On each 
of the bills I have paid are the levies made in 
due form. I say iurther, too, that more than 
one of these fi. fas. shows that they were trans- 
ferred to Venable & Co.” 


‘ ‘And why?” 


‘Because Mr. Venable paid for the work. 
The city allows the marshal to transfer these 
di. fas. to any one who will pay the bill. By

“Then again, $4,000 is a good little sum and 
it isn’t every man who can pick it up and pay 
it into the city. Isawearly last spring that 
I would owe the city a big bill and began 
negotiating the sale of some land simply 


in order to pay what I'd owe this city. The 
trade was to consummated in May 
and was, but just at that time the 


financial crash came. Before closing the 
trade I had negotiated the sale of the notes I 
got for the land, but the financial crash 
stopped that trade, and I was never able to 
dispose of those notes until a few weeks ago. 
Had I not sold them then I would still owe 
the city, and there are quite anumber who are 
cognizant of these facts. Then, again, I’m 
charged with buying property at tax sales 
when I had ordered the marshal to levy and 
sell. That’s not true. I never in all my life 
bought a piece of property at a marshal’s sale. 
Neither did I over order a fi fa held up against 
a city official of any kind or against any one 
except a church or church property or the 
poor. 

“No, an investigation is all I want. Every 
charge of malfeasance against me or wrong of 
any kind on my part will be clearly, fully and 
emphatically refuted.

BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


The City Warden Is Not Created—Street 
Work Not Passed Up. 


Six gentlemen gathered within the horseshoe 
bend in the council chamber yesterday, 

A score or more were on the outside. 

The six were members of the aldermanic board 
and the others were spectators who came to 
look on. 

Mayor Pro Tem Reinhardt presided, and the 


work of the session was quickly done. The 
petition of the King’s Daughters for $75 
a month was taken up and the 
amount requested owas granted for two 


months, the appropriation to cease at that time. 

The ordinance creating the office of city warden 
was opened and the board declined to concur in it. 
Mr. Woodward, the author alone, voting for it. 

Sewers were authorized on Baker and Irwin 
streets at a cost of $1,550. The work on Highland 
avenue,®@’ied mont avenue and Pine street, was re- 
ferred to the improvement committee. Belgian 
blocks were ordered on Luckle street, at a cost of 
$34,200, Clark street $4,000, Manguin street $4,500, 
Haynes $2,025. 

The beard concurred in Mr. Shropshire’s or- 
dinance unitorming the sanitary departwwent at 
the expense of the city. Three thousand eight 
hundred dollars were set aside for the purchase 
of mules for the street conimissioner’s depart- 
ment. Quite a sum was passed up for street 
work, 

The board declined to supply the chief of police 
with a horse.

The Electric Age. 

The Boston Journal calls attention to the 
fact that the uses of electricity are miulti- 
plying. : 

Not only do we make electricity furnish 
our light, carry our messages, expedite 
transportation and serve various arts and 
' gclences, but we are on the eve of making 
it stimulate and hurry the regular processes 
of nature. 

In Russia atmospheric electricity concen- 
trated upon growing crops of rye, maize, oats, 
barley, peas, clover and flax produced a 
considerable increase in the ‘yield of seed 
and straw, and barley ripened nearly a fort- 
night earlier. Potatoes subjected to this 
treatment had 5 per cent less of diseased 
tubers as against 10 to 40 per cent under 
the ordinary method. In the case of grape- 
vines, the percentage of moisture and sugar 
was larger, with a lower ‘percentage of un- 
desirable acids, 

The human body, as well as plants and 
vegetables, seems to respond to this treat- 
ment, and sometimes marvelous results are 
accomplished. 

Evidently, we have begun the utilization 
of electricity. Noman knows exactly what 
this mysterious force is, and no man can set 
Wunds to its uses. While it lessens human 
work, it may be made to prolong human 
life. If it has a beneficent effect upon 
Growing crops, why not upon growing 
babies? Ifit is good for old and diseased 
plants, why isit not good for old and dis- 
eased human bedies? 

This is the electric age, and its wonders 
are destined to dazzle and delight us with 
all the unexpectedness of a panorama of dis- 
solving views. 


Some Interesting Figures. 

In spite of thefact that Mr. Cleveland 
failed to carry his own city and county in 
1888, there are still a few democrats who 
profess to believe the mugwump slander that 
David B. Hill was the cause of the ex-presi- 
dent’s defeat in New York. Mr. Cleveland 
himself knew better and said so promptly 
and emphatically, 

He had alJl the returns before him and he 
knew that the slump in New York, while 
more disastrous, was no greater, in propor- 
tion to population, than that in other states. 
The New York slump amounted to a clear 
Joss of 15,526 votes. In Indiana, Mr. Cleve- 
Jand’s loss was 8,875 votes; in Maryland, it 
was 5,123; in Connecticut, it was 938; and 
in Delaware it was 582. 

Now here is a slump of 15,518 democratie 
votes in four states having a population. of 
4,249,545, and it is more significant than the 
loss of 15,526 votes inthe stateof New 
York, with a population of 5,597,853. It is 
the duty of all democrats, no matter what 
their personal preferences may be, to con- 
sider the possibilities of success, They owe 
that much tothe large element which is 
depending on the success of the party for 
relief from the unnecessary burdens fast- 
ened on them by republican legislation. 

The question arises, is Mr. Cleveland 
any more popular with the-voters of the 
country than he was in 1888? Has any- 
thing happened to assure demeerats that he 
can carry the state of New York this year? 
it is not a question as to whether the demo- 

_ €ratic party can carry that state—the party 
carried it in 1888 when Mr. Cleveland failed 
—but whether the ex-president is popular 
enough to carry it in 1892. We think the 
whole country is gettiuga very emphatic 
answer to that question in the result of the 
contest for delegates to the convention that 
is now going on in New York. 

It is an answer that the democratic party 
cannot afford to ignore, unless itis its pur- 
pose to make a prodigious farce of what 
ought to be an earnest and a successful carh- 

‘paign. Every tribute which Mr. Cleve- 


acter we can most heartily endorse. The 
only trouble with him, so far as we can see, 
is a lack of popularity. He has no follow- 
ing in his own state, and those of his friends 
who have betrayed the slightest enthusiasm 
are deliberately sacrificing his interests in a 
futile and foolish effort to antagonize the 
democratic party of New York state. This 
is the situation in the state where demo- 
cratic victory is absolutely essential to the 
success of the party candidate. 

The example of an early convention was 
sot in Pennsylvania by the Cleveland demo- 
crats, but the fact that it has been promptly 
followed by an early convention in New 
York is not pleasing to the mugwumps who 
are making most of the fuss. No sensible 
democrat doubts that the carly convention 
is as fair for Mr. Cleveland's friends as it is 
for the friends of Mr. Hill. Everybody 
knows that if Mr. Cleveland had any fol- 
lowing in New York at this time it would 
hasten to make its influence felt. We hear 
a good deal of talk about “‘the machine;’’ 
we are told that “‘the machine’’ is against 
Mr. Cleveland. The admission is fata). 
The machine in New York is the democratic 
voters in their organized capacity, ‘*The 
machine”’ is what is relied on to carry the 
state for the democratic candidate for presi- 
dent; it is the democratie organization; it 
is the method by which the people give po- 
tency and power to their will. 

There is no longer the slightest probabil 
ity thatthe party will renominate Mr, Cleve- 
land. It will nominate the man who has 
rescued New York from the republican cor- 
ruptionists and placed it permanently in the 
domocratic column. 


A Woice from the West. 

The discussion of the financial relfef de- 
manded by the farmers and the masses gen- 
erally is developing a very strong sentiment 
in favor of a new money system. 

The advocates of the subtreasury, land 
loans, state banking and a remodeled system 
of national banks may be disappointed in 
some matters of detail connected with the 
plan that wiil finally be adopted, but their 
vigorous crusade promises to materially im- 
prove the financial situation. 

We have at various times given an outline 
of the various reforms proposed, and an- 
other scheme now presents its claims for 
consideration. Mr. R. M. Widney, president 
of the University bank, of Los Angeles, 
suggests a national money system, embrac- 
ing gold, silver and paper, based on the 
whole wealth of the nation, being an issue 
of about two cents on the doliar of our na- 
tional wealth, secured by a constitutional 
amendment. 

Mr. Widney shows in his ably written 
pamphlet thatin this country the demand 
for money is increasing, while the supply is 
decreasing. We must increase our circulat- 
ing medium to meet the wants of business 
or see business cut off until it is within the 
compass of our present circulation. 

The remedy proposed is to adopt and issue 
money under the following constitutional 
amendment: 

Section 1. A national currency circulating 
medium Shall be issued to the amount of $20 per 
capita, aS shown by the census of 1890, and by 
each succeeding. census, Tor the proper redemp- 
tion of which, when required, the resources, the 
faith and the property of the nation are pledged; 
for which redemption congrees, by a two-thirds 
vote of euch house, may provide Ior the collection 
of government réVvenues and taxes in go!d and sil- 
ver coin. 

Sec. 2. Said currency, with gold and silver coin 
of the United States, of present wetght and fine- 
ness, the gold dollar being the standard or unit of 
values, and such currency as may be issued in 
lieu of gold and silver coin, or bullion held ex- 
clusively for exchange for currency, shall consti- 
tut¢ the only legal money of these United States; 
and shall be received at par in satisfaction of all 
obligations for the payment of money within the 
jurisdiction of these United States. Said gold 
and silver coin and currency shall be exchange- 
able at par value. 

Sec. 3. Congress shall have power to enforce 
this article by appropriate legislation, but shall 
not have power to increase or decrease said issue; 
provided, that after the issue of 1900 congress 
may, by a two-thirds vote of each house, reduce 
the additional issue per capita at any census, 

This would add $20 per capita to our eur- 
rency, giviug usa volume of about forty 
dollars per capita, $10 less than the French 
have at present. Undoubtedly, this money 
would be as good as gold, being based on 
the resources, pr&perty and credit of the na- 
tion, with no possibility of either wild infla- 
tion or sudden contraction. 

Mr. Widney’s plan will doubtless receive 
attention. Whether it commends itself to 
public favor ornot, itis an encouraging sign 
to see 2 leading banker joining the financial 
reform procession.

A Little White Child Figures in a Police 
Story. 

Mrs. Brittan has another baby on her hands, 

Itis that whieh has been living at the home of 
negroes on Foundry street. 

Yesterday morning she went to the place and 
carried it away. 

More than a month ago the chill*’was left on 
the doorsteps of Daniel Wingfield’s home at 127 
Foundry street. The parents placed the little one 
in the old man’s care late one night, and, enclos- 
ing a dollar in a note, drove hurriedly away. 

The babe was then twodays old. The neighe 
bors got an inkling of its new residence and re- 
ported the matter at police headquarters. Wing- 
ficld was perfectly willing to give it up to amy one 
who wanted it. 

When the detectives looked into the matter 
there seeined some doubtabout the baby’s being 
white. This was all dispelled a few days after- 
wards, and it was about that time that the old 
negro Suddenly developed alove for the child and 
didn’t want to part with it. 

But the little one was not legally being raised 
under the proper surroundings, and Mrs. Brittan 
decided a few days ago to putit at the Home for 
the Friendless. She went there yesterday worn- 
ing to secure the child. 

The house where it was being cared for was a 
typical negro shanty—a Tittle, miserable hut 
among aclusterof others. The Wingfields’s ap- 
pearance was in keeping with the surroundings. 
Old Daniel,a man ninety years old, was lying 
lazily around and the rest of the residents at the 
hovel were doing thé same thing. 

The child seemed to thgive on that method of 
raising, however. It appeared to be a large, 
healthy babe for its age. But it was scantily 
clad, andthe one faded dress that served as its 
“= covering was noticeably ragged and soiled. 

e old negro parted with the little girl very re- 
vce, and begged to be allowed’ to Keep it. He 
gave as his reasons that they had grown to like 
the child and threw up his hands in horror at the 
imsinuation of being pafd to care for It. 

But the baby was carried away, the Wingfields 
following leisurely and afterwards calling at the 
police station to see what would be done with 
the little one. As to that Mrs. Brittan is upde- 
cided. Itis not at the Home. of the Friendless 
and will probably not be taken there. The baby 
is at _o under her charge and she is awaiting 
certain developinents, 

The mother of the child is a young German girl 
and the father, too, hails from Germany. He isa 
Jew—that much Mrs. Brittan knows, but she 
has not yet succeeded in ascertaining the parents’ 
name, nor is it known whether they were 
married.

That's What Judge Hillyer Says of the 
Threatened Injunction Suit 


AGAINST THE ATLANTA WATER BOARD 


By Columbus and West Point—They Wil} 
Be Benefited Instead of Injured by 
Atlanta’s Water System. 


, The city of Columbus, down in Muscogee, is 
getting flossy. 
After years and years of slow but solid 
growth, she has taker on an activity clearly 
indicative of her juvenile days. 
And the Chattahoochee river is the cause of 


it all. 

Columbus, as everybody knows, is one of 
Georgia’s most industrious and prosperous 
manufacturing towns. Itis built along the 
banks of the Chattahoochee river, and from 
that stream the manufacturers of the town 
derive the motive power which keeps their 
machinery going. | 

For years past Atlanta has been crying for 
new waterworks, and the Chattahoocliee river 
has always been considered the source from 
which the water would have to be drawn. Ree 
cently actual work upon the system began. 

And that’s what gave Columbus new iife. 

The people down there seem to think tliat, if 
Atlanta secures a supply from the Chatta-— 
hoochee, it will cut off the supply from) 
that city. So wrought up have the people of 
Columbus become that, they will try to 
enjoin Atlanta from using water from the 
Ghattahoochee river. A telegram from that 
olny last night tells the story. Itreads: . 

OLUMBUs, Ga., February 18.—(Special.}—The 
proposed diverting of the Chattahoochee river by 
the new Atlanta waterwarks scheme, for the pur- 
pose of obtaining a water supply, bas excite<.con- 
siderable interest here, and has been the subject 
of general comment. It is believed that sucn®a 
diversion of the stream, upon which Celumbus 
depends so largely, willaffect the manufacturing 
interests of this city. Frequently during the 
summer, when the river is very low, the mills have 
been compelled to shut down, not having suffi- 
cient water to run them, 

Today a petition is being circulated about the 
eit addressed tothe mayorand city council of 
Atlanta, notifying that body that fears are enter- 
tained in regard to diminishing the necessary 
force of water at this point; that the Atlanta 
Waterworks Company and the city council of 
Atlanta will be enjoined, and the law in reference 
to reparian rights will be enforced. 

The petition is signed by the president and 
other officials of the various millsand other manu- 
factories here running by water, and a similar 
document will be sent to West Point for signa- 
tures there. Columbas does,not propose to have 
her river diverted to Atlan at a serious disad- 
———- to her interest. It isa very interesting 
que n, and regarded by many here as serious, 
hence is causing ccmsiderable discussion. The 
Atianta Waterworks Coinpany will have to get 
their supply from another source, 

J we od Georgo Hillyer, president of the 
water board, was seen and was ready with a 
prompt and logical auswer to every question 
a, seme 

“Thave thought ofail these things, and 
think that the matter amounts to little, if any- 
thing. Itisaruleof reparian law that per- 
sons living on a stream where water 
runs has the right to use the water and to die 
rect it to any extent they think proper, and to 
make whatever reasonable use they pease of 
it, provided the same or equal water approxi- 
mately be restored.to tho stream. Atlanta ig 
situated on a cresent-shaped ridge on which. 
ate located the Georgia and the Central .of 
Georgia railroads. All water talling eastward, 
northward and’ westward of this ridye tlows 
into the Chattahoochee river, only thatfalling 
south of the ridge flowing into the Soutiaxiver. 
So if we were to pump 4,000,000 gallons of 
water per day out of the Chattahdacii¢e two- 
thirds, or more, possibly three-fourths, of ‘that 
amount, say 3,000,000 gallons, going back into 
ashe naturel drainage, would be retored te the 
Chattahoochee. The daily loss would not be 
more at present than one million gallons... Bub . 
we will have a reservoir supply of 200,000,000 
gallons, and the reservoir will ‘be filled 
with very large pumps, acting with 
great rapidity. Say at the rate of twenty mill- 
ion gallons taken out of the river, when not 
at its lowest stage, and West Point and Colum- 
bus are not suffering for water, but have 
plenty and to spare, the city of Atlanta be 
supplied out of the reservoir water thus ac- 
camulated in the reservoir service, and the 
3,000,000 gallons flowing back down the nat- 
ural drainage into the Chattahoochee 
will really be ten times of draught— 
‘very much more, probably 2,000,000 gallons 
per day, than if this system was not in op- 
eration. So that the water wheels of our 
esteemed neighbors down the river wi!l really 
bave more water torun them in time of their 
necessity after we build the reservoir than, 
ever before, that.is if such small matters com- 

aratively make any difference at all. The 

Yhattahoochee is so largeand the points in 
question so far off that I doubt whether 
it would make any appreciable difference if 
all the water we pump out never went back. 

“There is another principle of reparian 
law,’ said Judge Hillyer, “to which a'so ref-! 
erence may be had, and that is what is calied 
borrowing water. If by any possibility 
the courts should hold that the 
few hundreds of galions of water used and not’ 
returned to the river, is an injury. Ajijl we 
would have to do would be to purchasesome 
small stream at aconveniént point, say in Fule: 
ton, Gwinnett or Cobb counties, and baild @ 
reservoir somewhat resembling but smaller 
and cheaper than the one here and (x a gate. 
toit so as to let off 1,000,000 gallons per’ 
day whenever a drought comes and. t 
would be an ideally perfect or absolu 
answer to avy complaint. SothatI can safely 
say no dangers are in sight.” 

In concluding the interview, Judge Hillyer 
remarked: ‘Really, the whole thing 3s so far 
pitched and absurd that, without knowin 
anything of the origip of the rumors of whic 
you speak, I can but suspect that back of it is 
some informer, out of a job, wanting to get up 
a lawsuit against the city.” ’

WAS IT AN BRROR? 


Had Judge Clark the Right to Interfere 
in the Collection of Tax? 


COMPTROLLER WRIGHT RAISES A POINT. 


The Law and the Decision of the Supreme 
Court Quoted—W hat Comptroller 
W right Says. 


Has a judge any right to interfere with the 
eollection of a tax fi. fa. ? 

And did Judge Richard H. Clark commit 
an error when he signed the order restraining 
Sheriff Morrow from selling Mr. Wash Col- 
lier’s property? 

The supreme court and Comptroller General 
Wright seem to say that he did. 

They lay down these two propositions: 

There shall be no judicialinterference with an 
execution for taxes. 

If any damages shall accrue to the party against 
@bom the execution is held by the levy and sale 
of his property, then the sheriff and his bonds- 
men are liable for the damages. 

This decision was rendered in a case exactly 
gimilar, in its legal phases, to the Collier case. 
It was the case of Paul Decker vs. the tax 
collector of Chatham, bill for injunction to 
restrain the collector from levying on property 
of the plaintiff for taxes. 

This case is reported in the 59th Georgia. 

In its decision in this case the supreme court 
said: 

It is certain as a general rule that judicial inter- 
ference with the collection of state tax is forbid- 
den. (Here a number of sections of law are 
referred to, viz; section 3668; 45 Ga., 85; 49 Ib, 
195; 21 Ib, 50, aad many others.) 

Perhaps there is not, save in instances expressly 
provided for by the statute, a single real excep- 
tion to the rule, properly understood, the 80-called 
exception being only apparent. 

Here is a section of the code bearing directly 
on the matter: 

Bection 3608—No judicial interference with tax; 
no replevin shall lie nor any judicial interference 
be hadinany levy or d-stress for taxes under 
provisions of this code, but the party injured shall 

* ‘pe left to his proper remedyin any court of law 
having jurisdiction thereof. 

“Tt seems plain to me,” said Comptroller 
Wright, yesterday, “thatit was an interference 
with a tax execution to restrain the sheriff 
from selling a piece of property levied on for 
taxes. Costs will be multiplied. Judge Clark 
should have set the final hearing of the bill 
before the date on which the property -is ad- 
vertised to be sold. Ofcourse no permanent 
injunction would have been granted 
upon a full hearing of the facts, 
and the sale could have beep had on the first 
Tuesday in March, as adverttsed. 

“When Tax Coilector Wilson fell short in 
his accounts a few vears ago, I instituted pro- 
ceedings to collect money from his bonds- 
men. A bill for injunctions was filed to re- 
strain me from proceeding to collect the 
money, but Judge Marshal] F. Clarke refused 
the injunction, holding that my bondsmen 
were responsible forany damages that might 
resuit from my actions. . 

‘A paralicl case is thatof the cold storage 
men. They paid their taxes, which they 
claimed were too high, unjust, illegal and all 
that, but they are going totry and get i,out 
of the sheriff, as the law provides.”’ 

The case has been widely diseussed and a 
great ceal of interest is taken in its outcome.

Twenty-Five Witnesses Detained Three 
Days for Nothing. 


THEY WERE EXCEEDINGLY DISPLEASED, 


The Postoffice Boxes—The Lassiter Trial. 
New Custom Stamps—Spirits Gauged 
by Weightin the Future. 


Something over twenty-five of the leading 
business and professional men of Elberton 
have been in Atlanta three days this week. 

They were, of course, welcome guests to At- 
lanta, and, under ordinary circumstances, 
would have enjoyed their visit here very much, 
but the serious damage to their interests at 
home resulting from their prolonged absence 
had a tendency to counteract and destroy all 
the pleasant features of the stay. 

The usual pleasant and undisturbed dispost- 
tions of this aggregation of our little péighbor’s 
business and professional men was yesterday 
transformed into feelings of pe Prem indigna- 
tion and disgust. According to their very em- 
phatically expressed views of the situation 
they had been unreasonably delayed away from 
their homes and business as witnesses in a very 
unimportant federal court case. 

And as a consequence of their absence from 
Elberton, not their own interests alone suffered, 
but this forced neglect of their duties was 
detrimental to the common iftterest of the 
town. . 

These gentlemen were subpenaed as wit- 
nesses in a case pending in the United States 
court against W. P. Clark etal. wherein the 
charge is intimidating United States voters. 
The case is one in which itis alleged by the 

rosecution that W. P. Clark and others of 

Ulbert county,immediately after the last presi- 
dential election, assaulted one W. Patrick 
Henry for voting at the polls in Elbefton for 
Benjamin Harrison for president. 

The defendants claim, however, that the 
prosecution on the charge of intimidation is 
an outrage, as. there was nothing more or less 
in the affair than an ordinary every day eleo- 
tion fight. 

Whatever tho merits of the case may be, the 
twenty-five or thirty business men of Elber- 
ton, who were summoned as witnesses, feel 
that the inconvenience they have been com- 
pelled to undergo in the case is nothing less 
than out of reason. 

The trial was set for Monday, the 15th, and 
accordingly pubiished in the court calendar. 
The witnesses, who were, of course, under bond 
for their appearance, were at the opening of 
the court Monday. They claim that they 
stayed over Monday, Tuesday and Wednes- 
day before they received notice that the case 
would be continued until the next regular 
term of the court. 

They are very much of the opinion that the 
case is not of suflicient importance to justify 
such detention, and to say that they were in- 
dignant when they were finally dismissed is 
the plain fact without any exaggeration. 

Among the witnesses who were on hand 
during the first three days of court were: 

The mayor and chief of police of Eiberton; 
two editors, three preachers, five extensive 
farmers, two judges, six leading merchants, 
two physicians, one hotel proprietor, county 
school commissioner, four well-known busi- 
ness men and politicians, two carriage makers, 
one harness maker, a justice of the peace, 
with an important court on hand, the 
ordinary, three §lawyers, a member 
of the «governor’s staff, four school 
teachers, two military officers of high rank, 
a druggist, and three important ratiroad of- 
ficials, four bankers, two trustees of the EI- 
berton public schools, the school treasurer 
and three other well-known men. 

Thus it will be seon that with such a list of 
important factors in a small town’s business 
interest, all dotained from home at one 
wy the town mast have suffered consider- 
ably. :

New Custom. Stamps.

that a new custom stamp for imported liquors 
has been issued, and the old ones all con- 
demned and called in.

All old liquor custom stamps remaining in 
the custom offices. have been ordered to be 
shipped to the secretary of the treasury at 
once.

The custodian of the Atlanta federal build-

treasury, requesting that a complete list of all 
the occupants and apartments of the public 
building be forwarded to the treasury office as 
soon as practicable. 

He wants the number of offices, what de- 
partment they belong to, how many clerks 
a, ip how many hours they stay in the 
building each day, and the name of the courts 
that hold sessions in the building and the 
dates and length of terms. Also a complete 
list of equipments such as steam heaters, ele- 
vators, boilers, furnaces, etc., and @ report on 
the area of grounds, walks, etc., that hava to 
be repaired at government expense.

Ellington, Post and Branch Left Last Night 
for the Labor Convention at St. 
Louis—Post Says He’s a Delegate.

Now, is C. C. Post a delegate to the St. Louis 
convention ? : 

Has he any authority to cast a vote in that 
convention as a representative of the Georgia 
alliance? 

Mr. Post has answered both these questions 
with an emphatic affirmative. 

The Georgia State Alliance says “nay.” 

It is a question of interest now and promises 
to grow exciting as soon as the St. Louis con- 
vention meets, on Monday next. 

Mr. Post spent yesterday in Atlanta and left 
last night for St. Louis, making one ofa prom 
ising trio of third party satellites, Mr. C. H. 
Ellington, Tom Watson’s bosom friend and 
partuer, and Hon. M. I. Branch, of Columbia 
county, being tho other two of the trio. 

They will get to St. Louis tonight and will 
have two days before the convention meets to 
buttonhole the delegates in the interests of 
the third party movement. 

Mr. Post says that heis a regularly elected 
delegate, and proposes to have his seat and 
his vote in the convention. 

“T have received no credentials from the 
state secretary,”’ said he, ‘‘as a delegate from 
the state alliance, but I propose to getin. On 
the first day of the alliance convention last 
August, Colonel Livingston ruled that 
Georgia would be entitled to one delegate 
from every congressional district and two 
from the state at large. Acting under this 
I and Colonel Livingston were elected as the 
two delgates from the state at large. 

“The day following this—the last day— 
while [ was away, Colonel Livingston ruled 
that Georgia would be entitled to only five 
delegates and one from the state at large. 
don’t know what the object of that ruling was. 
I don’t know who he intended to cut out by it. 
I did not give up, however, but still claimed 
that I was a delegate. In the official procéed- 
ings of the convention I find that I was 
elected a delegate to the Cincinnati conven- 
tion to be held on February 22d. Now, 
whether the minutes were purposely tampered 
with or not I cannot say—I do not charge that 
they were. But Colonel J. W. Austin, of Ful- 
ton county, declares that I was regularly elected 
as a delegate to the St. Louis convention upon 
his motion. Hesays that I have as much right 
in that convention as any of the delegates 
that have received credentials. The trouble 
is my views don’t suit the powers that be on 
certain questions. That’s the whole of it.”

The sheriff down there has ‘‘treed’’ a crimi- 
nal, and, having him at bay, takes time to 
wire Governor Northen, asking him if he may 
not proceed to ‘smoke ’im out of the holler,” 
so to speak. 

Thostoryis true al- 
most to the letter. 

Several days ago Thomas Hendrix, a well- 
known desperado in Screven county, éscaped 
jail. at Sylvania, the county site of Screven. 
Sheriff L. B. Brooker, of that county, went in 
pursuit of him in a hurry. He put blood- 
hounds on his track, and, after a day's racing, 
ran the big, black criminal into a deserted 
cabin over in Emanuel county. 

The darky had a Winchester rifle with him 
when he entered the cabin, and threatens to 
kill the man, or, the whole army of men as for 
that matter, daring to come near enough to 
the cabin toshow him whether their eyes are 
black or blue. 

What Elee Could He Do? 

The sheriff—poor fellow—what tould he do 
but send a courier to the nearost telegraph sta- 
tion, a number of miles away, to wire his ex- 
céellency, Governor Northen, if he might not 
be allowed to burn the house in which the 
negro is concealed.

Guessing at the Loulsville and Nash- 
ville’s Plans. 


THE ATLANTA AND FLORIDA AS A LINK. 


Given for What It Is Worth—Pure Gossip 
but Quite Possible—General News 
of the Railroads. 


“The Louisville and Nashville will be the 
chief figure in the next great southern railway 
consolidation,” remarked a railroad man yes- 
terday. 

“I mean,” said he, “the noxt aftér the 
Richmond Terminal’s properties are united in 
one system, 

“The Lonisville and Nashville has “been 
watching its neighbors closely, and has been 
ready to jump in and act at a moment’s notice 
if any move was made that threatened its in- 
terests. Whenthe Richmond and Danville 
and the East Tennessee combine the Louis- 
ville and Nashville will have strong reasons 
for making some cunsolidations itself. We 
have heard that the Louisville and Nashville 
would like to lease the Central of Georgia. It 
has been given out that the Louisville and 
Nashville is encouraging Colonel Hawkins to 
complete the Sam road. I know that some 
Louisville and Nashville people have looked 
closely into the Middle Georgia and Atlantic’s 
plans. My impression is that the most prob- 
able move on the Louisville and Nashville's 

art will be to take hold of the Atlanta and 

lorida railroad and extend it from Fort 
Valley down to Baldwin, Fia. Baldwin is on 
the Florida Central and Pehinsula, twenty 
miles west of Jacksonville. Why not to 
Brunswick? Because Brunswick has two 
roads now and either one could do all the busi- 
ness. Abbeville, in Wilcox county, has 
offered $65,000, I believe, to have the Atlanta 
and Florida buildfrom there. Then the coun- 
try isa better one along a line from Fort 
Vailey to Baldwin than between Fort Valley 
and Brunswick. The people are willing to 
ive not only the right of way but valuable 
and to get the road built into Florida. 

‘I would say that the extension would be 
about 140 miles long, and it can be built for 
$6,000 a mile.”

THE NEW YORK MAREET. 


The Day ou the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW.YORK, February 18.—The stock market today 
continued to diminish in its volume, but a firm temper 
prevailed, with slight, and in most cases tnsignificant, 
fluctuations in the general list, while the important 
movements were confined to about half a dozen stocks, 
moved by special causes. Western Union was one of 
the most prominent features of the day, and, with the 
reiteration of the rumors which say that the stock 
will be placed upon a six-per-cent basis soon, it rose 
steadily, though slowly, and retained most of ite im- 
provemert at the close of the day. Richmond and 
West Point stocks sank into oblivion, and Coalers, 
with the eingle exception of Reading, which showed 
only an ordinary amount of business, were quite neg- 
lected. Among the active shares, Northern Pacific 
preferred was the only one which gave evidence of 
being subjected to any pressure, and the declaration of 
the usuall per cent failed to elicit any response other 
than the recovery of the early fractional loss. New 
England failed to show any of its late strength, and 
Grangers were quiet throughout, with the single ex- 
ception of St. Paul. There were few material ad- 
vances among the low-priced shares,and the most 
conspicuous were Lake Erie and Western stocks, 
which responded to rumors of a dividend on pre- 
ferred, the latter rising 3'4 per cent. Tennessee Coal 
was also especially conspicuous in the forenooh bya 
rise of 2 per cent on the reported settlement of the 
difficulties with the miners. Another feature was 
Hocking Vailey, which rose nearly 2 per cent, on 
which it was considered inside buying, but a stop 
order of 500 shares broke [Edison 1's per cent, only a 
portion of which was recovered. The general market 
opened fairly active and strong at advances extending 
to % per cent, but subsequent dealings failed to in- 
crease this advantage much, and, while a large num- 
ber of stocks were traded in, the transactions were of 
the hand-to-mouth order, and fluctuations were on a 
strict parity with business, Some change in the 
temper occurred during the day, but the close was 
quiet and firm generally at small fractional gains over 
Jast night’s figures.

THE CHICAGO MAREET. 


FPoatures of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, February 18.—Tho wheat pit was the 
center of interest on the board of trade today. In fact, 
it nearly monopolized trading for aconsiderable part 
of the session, operators in the other pits waiting for 
tne outcome of the excitement, as they feared the in- 
fluence of that market on the other commodities dealt 
in on the floor. Dealings were accompanied by a good 
deal of excitement and much nervousness, with prices | 
ranging at a decided advance, A very influential factor 
inthe bulling situation foratime was a published 
statement that the market was in control of a bull 
clique with the Standard Oil, nitrate beds and bonanza 
millions at its command. May wheat closed yesterday 
at 92'4 cents. On thecurb this morning itcsold as 
high as 94% cents. The opening of the board wos 
somewhat ragged, with sales at 93'5 to94 cents. The 
advance was met bya floodof sales of long wheat, 
which was held at a profit and sales against calls, and, 
though many shorts were scared and covering, offer- 
ings were so heavy that the market sagged off steadily 
to 9% cents. Then there wasa reaction to 93% cents, 
another recession to 9314 cents, followed by a little 
more firmness tili noon. During the last hour the 
market continued unsettled. May sold off to %&% 
cents, reacted to 93'5 cents, held for some 
time around that figure, then, near the 
close, shot up to and closed firm at 9% cents, 
the top figure ofthe day. The sudden bulge was at 
tributed to higher closing cables and the fact that 
some operators had sold themselves short earlier in 
the day and were anxious to cover, not caring to risk 
having their deals open over night in view of the bull- 
ish appearance of the situation. 

Corn was quiet, and its fluctuations in prices were 
confined toa comparatively narrow range, following 
pretty closely the price changes in wheat. May opened 
4 cent higher at 42 cents, fluctuated between 41% and 
42\4 cents, and closed steady at the top. 

Oats were quiet and steady, and closed at the high-

The instrumental- 
ists were found capable of producing 
the most subdued and dclieate music, so that even 
in the softest passages of the solos the accom- 
paniments enhanced rather than marred the 
effects. The musicians observed that these ama- 
teurs were unl.ke any anmtateurs they had ever 
geen, for they had their notes exactly correct, 
every passage being completely intelligible, every 
phrase distinetly given. Both were delighted. The 
grand cifects of the string, brass and reed ehoirs 
of the orchestra were an inspiration to the singers, 
and they never sang 50 well before. The choruses 
solos, duets and trios were given in sucha 
sprightly, clean-cut and altogether superb style 
thatthe musicians were impelled to their very 
best efforts,and obeyed the directions given by 
the baton with precision. The audienee was so 
enthused that they applauded loud and long after 
nearly every number.

And Will Be Brought Back to Atlanta 
for Trial. 


A WOMAN SAID TO BE IN THE GASE. | 


His Troubles Seem to BeiDue to the 
Usual Cause—Some of His

Frank Peyton is safely behind the bars at 
Louisville. 

He was caught there yesterday morning and 
toniorrow will be brought back to Atlanta.

Since Peyton has left Atlanta it has -devel- 
oped that he left Chicago almost, if not fully, 
He had some trouble with a 
woman there, ‘tis said, and it resulted in 
placing him and his family on tho ‘‘outs.”’ 

After coming south, the young man con 
tinued on the down grade. he son of a 
highly respected merchant? he made. his 
father’s extensive friendship thelbasis for assist 
ance from others that was never appreciated. 
Oscar L. Ray, the well-known driver of the 
hook and ladder wagon, was one of those in 
Atlanta who was “‘beaten.”’ 

Peyton went to him before he left and asked 
to borrow some money. Ray knew his father 
well and was glad to accommodate the young 
man, who to the best of his knowedge bore 
the very best reputation. 

This and other money was added to Mr. 
W oodsides’s $197. 

Peyton is twenty-two years old, a soft, 
quick talker and very polite. He is an ex- 
cellent penman, and is extremely familiar 
with railroad office'work.
